Members of the Presbyterian So- 


ciety Pleased with the Pic- 


ture and Plans. 


from TTedneeJay's Daily. 


Mr. W. T. Wells, of the builuing com 


mittee for the Fresbjlerinn church, is at 
the lecture room of the old church to- 
day exhibiting the illuminated picture o: 
the proposed new stone church and the 
plans for the same. This is a matter of 
special interest to all members of the 
church, as the style and cost of the new 
edifice one to be agreed upon, the com- 
mittee taking this practical plan of get- 
ting an expression from the membership 
The plan submitted was drawn by Wil- 
liams, Otter & Dexter, architects, of Day- 
ton, Ohio, and they sent with it a colored 
picture of the structure. The lot bought 
for the new structure is the northwest 
comer oi North Main and North streets. 
It is 80x172 feet in size, and west of it is 
the Presbyterian parsonage property, oc- 
cupied by Rev. W. H. Prestley, the pas- 
tor, and his family. 


The present plans for the new church 


contemplate an outlay of about 840,000. 
Ihe church proposed is to be built of 


-i or rough stone, 74x140 feet in ex- 


treme dimensions, fronting east, having 
two shapely towers in front, with broad 
entrance between, but little appearance 
of roof, except the massive dome over the 
audience room, with belfry above. There 
is an entrance on the south side and 
also a convenient exit on the north side 
connected with kitchen on the second 
Joor. The main audience room is 71x74 
feet in size, with circular pews facing the 
;mlpit, which is placed in the northwest 
orner of the room, at the left of which 
is a department for the choir and organ. 
At the rear over the east entrance is a 
Droad gallery seating 150 people, the 
audience room and gallery seating a total 
of 730. The aisle leading from the pulpit 
;o the south entrance will be a broad one 
;o be used especially on funeral occasions. 
This arrangement will permit the funeral 
party to retire quickly after the services, 


e mam body of the audience being east 


of the broad aisle. At the rear of the 
jnlpit, easy ot access, is the pastor's 
study, 10x13.9 feet. West of the audi- 
ence room, with separate entrance from 
he south, are three rooms for the Sun- 
day school, with seating capacity for 
newly 500. These rooms have folding 
doors between, and are connected with 
.he main room in the same manner, so 
;hat on big occasions all rooms can be 
;hrown together, everybody hearing 
plainly the remarks from the pulpit, 
directly over the Sabbath school depart- 
nent are the church parlors, three in 
number, where sociables, festivals and 
Christian Endeavor meetings can beheld. 
The rooms are connected by folding 
doors, the smaller ones with fireplaces 
and mantels. There is a kitchen provided 
or on the second floor, for the especial 
convenience of the ladies on festival 
occasions. The entrance to the second 
ioor ia by meana of a broed, easy stair- 
way from the south side. 


The outside appearance of the proposed 


3hnrch as shown by the drairing, is one 
of striking beauty, and is greatly ad- 
mired. The projections are all in good 
aste and there will be ample opportunity 
or exterior ornamentation with stone 
and cathedra] glass in the numerous wide 
windows on all sides. 


The committee has sole charge of the 


enterprise for the church and Trill receive 
contributions from the membershi p. Pos- 
libly ground will be broken for the 
ihnrch n a few weeks.

Sunday at the Camp. 


Fine weather on Sunday gladdened the 


heart and inflated the pocket-book of the 
management of the National Prohibition 
camp-meeting at Oakland Park, at leact 
five thousand people making up the 
crowds that attended the reb'gio-politieal 
services on the Sabbath day. Scores of 
families from the country came in with 
their dinners in baskets for picnic spread* 
beneath the trees. At the forenoon hour 
political prohibition songs were sung led 
by Gen. Hudson, with cornet accompani- 
ment by Miss Harrington, of TaylorviUe. 
Rev. Arthur Bradshaw offered prayer. 
The sermon was delivered by Rev. 0. H. 
St John, of Kansas, a nephew of the 
great defeated. He spoke on the invisi- 
ble forces in the prohibition warfare, per- 
sonal character and hypocrisy of Chris- 
tians who fail to vote as they pray. Hon. 
Walter T. Mills, the little giant orator of 
Ohio, was the mam attraction during the 
afternoon. He spoke for nearly two 
hours, commanding the respectful atten- 
tion of the multitude that filled the tent 
and spread out under the trees. His 
theme was the constitutional grounds for 
prohibition and the superiority of th* 
prohibition plans in dealing with the 
liquor traffic, Mrs. C. H. St. John was 
introduced. She is a fine talker, and 
quickly let the people know that she was 
heart and eonl against the saloons. At 
the evening hour Mrs. Helen Gougar, a 
noted temperance agitator of Lafayette, 
Ind., had a large audience, Mrs. Gougai 
is strongly in favor of woman suffrage. 
She is right in the prediction that when 
the ladies vote the saloons will be wiped 
out of existence.

er of the wounded eul, "He goes after 
boys with iv gun sotretimes when they 
try to steal, apples" Evidently Mr.

then lied. 
Both wore riddled with 


buckshot and are probably dead by 
this t me. 
Of course, it is difficult to 


believo that the "spoilsmen" deliber- 
ately shot two inoffensive brjs, and 
impossible to asceiLuntho trmli unless 
the men are apprehended. 
But even 


if the shooting was purely accidental 
it shows thr folly of allowing any man. 
no matter bow ignorant ho may be of 
firearms and of game, to wander about 
the country at his own sweet will with 
a gun in his hands. 
A great deal too 


much recHess shooting goes on, and 
something should be done to check it. 
Any crank, criminal or Innatic may 
keep guns and pistols, and except 
within drtain very narrow specified 
limits may use them with perfect dis- 
regard to the lives and limbs of hia 
neighbors, and with perfect impunity. 
If anybody is hurt or killed it Is merely 
a case of" accidental shooting. 
Most 


people, if they had to be shot at all 
would prefer'being shot delibeiately 
than accidentally. The former is the 
less ignominious of the two, and there 
is some chance of the law punishing 
the shooter. But fro'V the wild dis* 
charges of so-called sportsmen there is 
no means of protection, nor any re- 
dress for the damage they do -~N. 0-

Last year two bills were intro- 
duced in the legislature looking to the 
extirpation of Allin Scully and his sys- 
tem. The measures passed after a hard 
fight, and were at once approved by the 
governor. Under the provisions of these 
acts alien land owners were bound to 
dispose of their realty within six years, 
under penalty of forfeiture, unless, in 
the meantime, they became citizens of 
the United States. Scully's American 
representative is now preparing to sell 
all the land owned by him in Illinois. 
It comprises some of the richest fanning 
land in the state. Scully also has enor- 
mous tracts of land in Nebraska and 
Kansas where the same system of rack- 
renting is pursued. 


A telegram from Lincoln is authority 


for the statement that there is not the 
slightest foundation for the above story, 
and that the Scully lands will not be sold.

Arrest of Parties Charged with the 


Injury to Miss Blanche Peck. 


From Tlmniav't Darn. 


Quite a sensation was uprung upon 


Decatur yesterday when it leaked out 
that in some unknown manner Miss 
Blanche Feck, daughter of William Peck, 
residing near Argenta in Friends Greek 
township, bad been foully dealt with and 
left for dead in a field on tha Alt. Wil- 
liams' place. It appears from toe details 
related to-day that Miss feck was found 
in the field on last Friday morning, July 
6th, with evidence of having been drug- 
ged or poisoned. Miss Peck asserts that 
she was walking along the road on Thurs- 
day evening when she met Alf. Williams, 
with whom she conversed; Williams re- 
marked to the girl that she looked tired, 
and as Miss Peck Deserts, gave her a po- 
tion out of a bottle which he said would 
do her good. She knew no more until 
the next morning when she regained 
consciousness, with her lips and month 
burned as if with carbolic acid and her 
shawl stained with the liquid, the charac- 
ter of which will be fully determined to- 
day by an analysis to be madalby Dr. 
Lee of Argenta, and Dr. Pease, of Cisco, 
who were called to attend Miss Peck. 
The young woman is not in a dangerous 
condition, but she was unable to come to 
Decatur to-day. 


A !ew days ago ago Mrs. Sarah Peck, 


the mother of thn girl came to Deflator, 
related the circumstances, swore out 
state warrants, and to-day Constables J. 
W. Bay and J. A. Breuian, of Argents, 
brovght the prisoners to this city. They 
are Alfred Williams, charged with an at- 
tempt to kill and murder BlancheJPeok by 
administering a drug or poison, supposed 
to be carbolic acid; Alfred WiUiams,Mrs. 
Lucinda Williams, William Williams and 
Ed. Williams, charged with aiding in the 
enticing away and abduction of Blanche 
Peck. Charles Toig and George Wilson, 
two young men, are also in custody. 
There ia a state warrant out for the ar- 
rest of John Williams, eon of Alfred 
Williams, who is one of the principal 
characters in the affair. He cannot be 
found, as he left Argenta some time dur- 
ing the month of May. 


There are conflicting stories afloat as 


to the exact facts in the mixed-np case. 
However, it is known positively that 
John Williams had been keeping com- 
pany with Miss Peck for some time. 
Under promise of marriage, Miss Peck 
avers that she took a journey with Wil.. 
liams in April last, going to LaPlace, 
Cerro Gordo and Cisco, stopping at the 
hotels with him as his wife. The mar- 
riage was not solemnized, and since that 
journey her state of mind has been any- 
thing but pleasant. The people say that 
the reputation of Miss Peck has been un- 
blemished in the past. She is a fine 
looking young woman, a brunette, with 
black eyes, and is stout and hearty. She 
has several sisters and a brother. 


The parties under arrest will probably 


give bail. Johns & Randolph have been 
employed as counsel for Mr. and Mrs. 
Williams and their sons. 


OWNS 240 ACHES OF LAND. 


Mr. Williams is the owner of 240 acres 


of fine land in Friends Creek township, 
and is well off. He declared emphati- 
cally to the writer to-day that he was en- 
tirely innocent of tho charges brought 
against him, as he said would be shown 
at 'he trial. He further asserts that the 
members of his family had no connection 
with the affair. 


GAVE BAIL. 


At noon in Justice Curtis' court the 


prisoners appeared and gave bail. Alf. 
Williams' bail is 8800; that of Mrs. Wil- 
liams and her two eons, William and Ed., 
6500 each, making a total of $2300. The 
bondsman for each is Dr. Dennisocfe

Bob Hill ia Supervisor. 


From Saturdav'i Arty, 


This was the day set by Judge Nelson 


for tha settlement of the election contest 
between E. R. Moffett and R. a Hill, 
who were rival candidates for supervisor 
in Blue Mound township in April last. 
The recent investigation and hearing in 
the county court resulted in a tie, Judge 
Nelson deciding that each candidate re- 
ceived 223 votes. He then ordered that 
both Hill and Moffett should appear in 
the county court to-day and decide the 
matter by casting lota. Mr. Hill was in 
attendance, but Mr. Moffett was not. Hia 
attorney, W. C. Ontten, represented him. 
In the absence of Mr. Moffett, Judge 
Nelson selected J. W. Brown, of Friends 
Greek, to decide the conteii, by drawing 
from a closed book four slips of paper, on 
one of which was written "Supervisor," the 
others being blanks. The Blips were 
placed in the book at random, no one 
knowing in what order the supervisor 
slip was placed. The Judge had made a 
note that the first slip should be for Hill, 
the second for Moffett, the third for Hill 
and the fourth for Moffett. The first 
two slips drawn were blanks, but the 
third had the word "Supervisor" written 
on it, and accordingly Mr. Hill was de- 
clared the snpervisor for Blue Mound 
township until the next April election. 
The arrangement was perfectly satisfac- 
tory to both attorneys, and the drawing 
was witnessed by about ten persons. Mr. 
Hill was not present when the lots were 
oast, and did not know how the drawing 
was conducted until informed by Deputy 
Clerk Skelly. The costs of the contest 
have been assessed against Mr. Moffett. 
They will foot up abont f 150. 


That Lynching Bee. 


From Suturov'e Daiiy. 


The Charleston lynching affair is to be 


probed to the bottom. It is alleged that 
Miss Bumgartner, whom William Moore 
assaulted, is a lewd character and that 
Moore was simply murdered by the mob 
that tooi him from the Charleston jail 
and strung him up to the tank. A Mat- 
toon citizen says that many of the men 
who engaged in the hanging are known, 
and that when the special grand jury 
meets on August 6th, a score or more of 
indictments will be found. Judge Hughes 
will Lcld the jury in session until every 
guilty man is indicted. It is not denied 
tnat Moore and the woman were together 
on the night of June 23d, when she ar- 
rived at Mattoon at midnight from 
Effingham on her way to Shelbyville to 
visit her uncle. It is now known that 
the woman is a female of bad character 
and nearly 20 years of age. The feeling 
againstJMoore, who was a colored Repub- 
lican, was intensified by the trouble he 
had hnd a few days before with'a negro 
named Hoffman, who is a loud talking 
Democrat at Mattoon. The Charleston 
and Mattoon people assert that the 
lynching was prompted largely by politi- 
cal 'poling and that tho bum element of 
both towts engaged in the assault on the 
jail. The people now agree w to the 
bad character of the woman, and the 
lynchers themselves acknowledge they 
did wrong. Several of the ringleaders will 
probably confess, in tho hope of escaping 
severe punishment. The Mattoon and 
Charleston officials ore all on the watch 
for men who may skip out. They will 
not be lost sight of and will be quickly 
nabbed when indicted. 
One of the 


lynchera is said to be an ex-convict who 
was Bent to prison for r.n outrage com- 
mitted eome years ngo. He was in the 
front of the mob. This investigation 
will be an innovation in criminal prose- 
cution in Illinois. As far as known EO one 
has ever been indicted or prosecuted for 
lynching a man. Hon. Horace S. Clark 
is eouaro! for the widow of the murdered 
man and will bring civil action against 
the responsible participants in the mob 
for damages to the mnount of 33,000. 
Ail of the lynchers had handkerchiefs 
over their f:u,e.c, but thtsir identity will 
be discovered by tba pystematic investi- 
gation that has been adopted.

State Fish Commission, recently stated 
that the product of fish in Illinois was 
so great that 50 per <y-nt of the amount 
was shipped away, and in 1HS5 there 
were taken from the Illinois and Missis- 
sippi rivers alone 10,000,000 pounds of 
fish. The German carp and the adverse 
criticism offered by some.were mentioned, 
and he said in reply that it was as good 
as could be procured. The different 
kinds of carp, he said, all belong to the 
same species. Care, of course, should be 
taken in building fish ponds and the fish 
should be fed often. The carp are fur- 
nished bj the general government in or- 
der not to have the breed mixed with 
some other kinds of fish. The state fish 
commission will furnish the carp free to 
any one. One man who had a pond one- 
third of an acre in area, received nine 
fish four years ago, and since then he has 
sold 8500 worth of fish to the state for 
breeding purposes. At the expiration of 
one year one carp will measure twelve to 
fourteen inches in length and weigh 
from three to four pounds. Native fish 
should be placed in ponds made from 
drainage water or springs. 


The following is his emphatic language 


in regard to the proper methtvd of killing 
fish: "Never eat a fish until it has been 
killed, any more than you would any 
o;her kind of an animal. There is a 
place at the back of the neck which, if 
a knife blade be inserted Jherein, will let 
out all the blood. Fish killed in this 
way can lay in the sun for hours and not 
spoil. Smothered fish are not fit to eat." 


Crop Prospects. 


The weather duung the past week has inter- 


fered with the wheat and hay harvest and the 
cultivation of corn. The rain and high v inds 
that have pres ailed, especially in the central 
division of the state, prostrated the oats and 
reduced the prospects f or w hat promised to be 
the largest crop of oats e\er Larvesud in this 
state. 


COKX— This crop made \ erj rapid growth dur- 


ing the past week, and, e\cept in the "chinch 
bus" region, Is vigorous and promises well. 
Con plaints of the damage to this crop from 
chinch bugs are inainlj Irom the southern coun- 
ties. Considerable corn stands much in need of 
cultivation, which lus been dela>ed by the har- 
vest and rains. 


OATS— This crop was badly lodged in the cen- 


tral division of the state by the heavy rains and 
•Inds on the 8th and 9th. In some localities the 
oats have been so prostrated that three-fourths 
of the crop cannot be harvested. This crop has 
been damaged in some portions of the state by 
rust, more in the southern division than else- 
where. In localities where this crop has not 
been lodged there will be an unusually large 
yield per acre. 


WHEAT-The heavy ratna during the past 


wuek have seriously interfered with the wheat 
harvest in the central division of the state. The 
harvest bus demonstrated the fact that the 
yield per acre in the wheat belt of the state la 
less than heretofore estimated, and that the 
quality is not up to an average. TUa prospects 
tor spring wbear continue good, notwithstanding 
the few complaints of th« appearance of rust la 
the northern portion of the state. 


MKiDows-The hay crop Is large and of bet- 


ter quality than heretofore reported. This is 
mainly owing to the heavy undergrowth, the 
resuU of rains, so much needed by grass, early 
in the season. Toe frequent rains slnet) the 
farmers commenced cutting meadows have de- 
layed the harvest and reduced the quality of 
hay.

WALTER P. PHILLIPS. 


Tbr> Story of Walter P. Ptilllpe—OnurtS 


Body Servant Talks of Badeau—W«d 
lamon—Why John H&yStopped Writ- 
Ing Poetry—Gen. Samuel Thomas. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


WASHINGTON, Jane 2&—The announce- 


ment that Mr. Walter P. Phillips has as- 
sumed editorial charge of The Electric Age 
calls the attention to one of the brightest 
newspaper men of the United States. Mr. 
Phillips' picture was lately hnng in the press 
gallery of the boose of representatives. His 
is the youngest in the press portrait collec- 
tion in the Capitol and he ranks as the associ- 
ate of Charles A. Dana, Joseph Pulitzer, 
Murat Halstead and the other editors of 
onr biggest daily journals. At 42 he has 
become one of the leading journalistic men 
of th« country, and it is duo to him that 
the United Press has reached its won- 
derful efficiency. Born in Massachusetts, his 
family is oue of the oldest in the United 
States. 
His great-grandfather fought at 


Bunker Hill, and it was in his arms that 
Gen, Warren was caught when he felt Mr. 
Phillips' father was a farmer, but young- 
Phillips did not take to the soil, and at 13 ha 
started out to make his fortune. He went to 
Providence, R I., and when Fort Sumter fell 
he was one of the 
most activ? news- 
boys who carried 
papers at this time. 
T I) fc Providence 
J o u r n a l 
office, 


where he bought 
his extra::, wns in a 
building which was 
also occupied by 
the American Tele- 
g r a p h company, 
and 
which after- 


war.l became the 
Western U n i o n . 
Young Phillips be- 
came 
fascinated 


w i t h telegraphy, 
learned the art and was soon one of the best 
receivers in New England. As a telegrapher 
he received President Lincoln's fill* call for 
troops. He acted as an operator all through 
the war and received the news of Lee's sur- 
render, Richmond's fall, the assassination of 
President Lincoln, John Wilkes Booth's death 
and other press news xrhich made the country 
alternately glad and sorrowful 


During this time Mr. Phillips devoted him- 


Klf to study and to writing for various jour- 
nals. He Lid an ambition to ta a good 
newspaper man. He had taken a prise aa one 
of the best telegraphers in the United States 
at the telegraph tournament, and Professor 
Morse had decorated him with a bodge given 
to the operator who had at that date made the 
fastest record. 


In 1373 Sir. Phillips left Providence for 


Net1" York find became a reporter on The New 
York Sun. He tried to write editorials, but 
his editorials were thrown into the waste bas- 
ket. He got them out and aent them to Mr. 
Dana, but they did not appear, and Mr. Phil- 
lips concluded to leave The Sun. A week 
after he left The Sun printed his editorial 
paragraphs, but be had in the meantime en- 
tered the office of the Associated Press, and 
a year after.he began his -work here at Wash- 
ington be was chief assistant to John Vf, 
Simonton, the general agent. 


It was just tea years ago that Mr. Phillips 


became the chief of the Washington bureau 
of the Associated Press, and here he remained 
nntil 1SS3. At this time the United Press 
had become financially embarrassed, and 
Mr. Phillips concluded to go ic with it 
He 


invested his spare funds, became chief man- 
ager of the association, and in a short time 
put it on its feet as a rival of tie Associated 
Press, When be took charge of it the list of 
newspapers served numbered 102, and the re- 
ceipts were a little over S300 a day. Now 
the United Press serves one or more news- 
papers in each leading city and'town, and its 
daily receipts run over a thousand dollars. 
It has inaugurated, through Mr. Phillips, 
new ways of gathering and sending news, 
and it controls more miles of wire than any 
other press association of the country. 16 
has its correspondent at each crossroads. It 
bos made itself felt as a news gatherer. 


People who are not posted ou the work- 


ings of the large press associations have little 
idea of their operatioa The United Press 
works the longest and most complicated tele- 
graph circuit in the world. It has a single 
wire 2,500 miles long, and it works direct 
from Chicago to San Francisco. The United 
Pr«ss works the national conventions for all 
the papers of the country, and from St. Louis 
and Chicago its wires reach to every village 
iu toe land. At these conventions there was 
a great strife between the United Press and 
the Associated Press as to which would get 
the flrst bulletins of news into the various 
cities. 


Returning to Mr. Phillips, he is now lo- 


cated in New York, and hii association with 
The Electric Age will not influence his work- 
ings with the United Press. Be Is a good all 
around newspaper man, at weli as a good 
executive, and can write ai racy a dispatch 
as any man who sends his letters over the 
telegraph wires. 


I saw Harrison, Grant1! body servant, on 


the street the other day, and I asked him

hope to attempt. 


In the meantime, the other ttograp&y ba* 


taken very well ami both of ila authors are 
satisfied. They work together here at Wash- 
ington and they manage to turn oat a great 
amount of careful writing. They are per- 
fectly harmonious in their composition, ex- 
change notes with each other and revisoeach 
others manuscripts. Col Hay tells me he 
will defv any man to pick out which chap- 
ters are" written by him and which are the 
composition of Nicolay. 


Nlcolay, however, takes care of the papers, 


and the Lincoln papers possessed by him are 
carefully ai-ranged, classified and are stored 
inflreproof apartments. Many of them have 
been copied and duplicates are kept in differ- 
ent places so that if one set of papers were 
lost the others could still be used. These 
papers have prov»d to be worth considerably 
more than their weight in gold. I am told 
that the biographers got 850,000 for the use 
of their material in The Century alone, and 
they have yet to realize on their publication 
in book form. It will undoubtedly bring in 
a greater amount in this shape, and the result 
will be that it will add considerably to John 
Hay's pile and will put Nicolay into very 
comfortable circumstances. 


I asked Col Hay one day as to his writing 


cf poetry and whether he had written any 
lately. He replied that his poetic writing 
lasted but two or three wefcks. He is, I 
think, a little ashamed of his dialect poetry, 
and he did not care to make a reputation in 
this line.' As it js, I doubt not that his "Lit- 
tle Breeches" will be quoted in many places 
where his history will never be thoroughly 
read, nor his work "Castihan Days" be 
known. The world would have gotten more 
out of him had fortune dealt less kindly with 
him, but as it is he is doing more than his 
share among the millionaires of the United 
States. 


Our millionaires of today, however, are 


by no means literary nonentities. Some of 
the most striking books of this decade have 
been written by rich men, and you will no- 
where find more brains and figures iu a short 
compass than in Andrew Carnegie's "Tri- 
umphant Democracy." Mr. Book waiter, the 
Springfield, O., millionaire, has written some 
good politico-economical treatises, and Le- 
land Stanford could write a very interesting 
book if he tried. Take the millionaires of 
today in the United States and you will find 
no brighter and better read men than they. 
They are as a rule men of education and cul- 
toire. Their heads are full c.f ideas, and they 
are far different from the hereditary rich 
men of foreign countries. They are as a 
rule good talkers and many of them are 
very fluent writers. Senaiior Tom Palmer 
can write as beautiful an essiay as the best of 
our litterateurs. William Walter Pbelps con- 
tributes able articles to the magazines, and 
Jay Gould began his life by writing a history 
of New York county. Some of the brainiest 
men of the United States senate are the rich 
men, and the business of the government is 
undoubtedly bettered in the bands of men 
who have shown that thy 
knew how to 


manage their own affairs before undertaking 
to direct those of Uncle Sam.

Every 
body supposed that tha trouble with the 
revolutionary spirit among the Anarch- 
ists had died out, but it seems a conspir- 
acy has been brewing among the friends 
of Spies, Parsons and the rest, and a dia- 
tolical plot was hatched and hundreds of 
lives were to be taken. Inspector Bon- 
field, it is snid, has leen aware of the 
conspiracy for some time, but he waited 
until the evidence was complete. Last 
evening several detectives were notified 
to meet at the Central station at two 
o'clock this morning. There they donned 
disguises, and in company with Bonfleld 
and Elliott proceeded to Deering Street 
station, where a reserve- force was on 
hand.

Re-arrested and Placed Under Bonds on 
. Charge of Adultery—A New 


Requisition Issued. 


TOPEKA, Kan., July 17.—Henry W. 
loore was released by Judge Quthrie 
Us morning and was immediately re- 
arrested by the constable for adultery. 
His bond was fixed at |5)0, which he gave, 
and his case was set for nest Jlonday. 


Judge Gathrie's decision says: 
"The expressions of the bill of rights 


are very plain and comprehensive and 
jannot be misunderstood. The oath or 
.ffirmation of a complaint or information 
ipon which a defendant is arrested, in 
the first place must set forth that the al- 
egationa and facts therein contained are 
rue. In the case at bar it is argued by 
he respondent's council that inasmuch 
as the demanding State has the right to 
istabltsh the forms of pleading and pro- 
cess to be observed in her courts that 
this court should assume that the affi- 
davit affixed to the charge is sufficient in 
he Btaje of Missouri. Wa do not agree 
withlhia anggestioh. 


"The legal presumption here is, as it is 
'very where, that the liberty of the citi- 
zen is as secure in the State of Missouri 
as it is by the laws of this State. The 
Constitution of the United States pro- 
vides that no warrant shall issue but 
upon probable cause and supported by 
oath or affirmation. The crime must be 
charged upon oath or aflrmatigji, and 
his provision of the Constitution of the 
federal Government secures to toe citi- 
zen his liberty until some one shall s'lfp- 
>ort the charge by affidavit, and this 
riew is supported by the rules of the 
common^ law recognized by EngUsh- 
jJe'Slitg

)ar'.ments of this State always stand

In 
lie last six months he reports as earned 1704-44 
m the civil docket, and as collected 1312.57 not 
onehalf collected. Inhteflrsthalfycarbeearn- 
edlncivildookets,*851.25;bowmuch \#as collect- 
>d your commltee is unable to tell, la crim- 
naf cases the sheriff can collect nothing in ad- 
•ance but in civil cases he can demand bis fees 
n advance. And It seems moie money ought 
o be collected in civil docket. 
In regard to the matter of expenses of tbe 


office the item for telephone and teiephoneex- 
;hangc your committee behave should not be 
ncluaed iu tbe sheriff's expense aoconnt. but 
s a convenience furnished by the county, and 
be -telephone company should present iti 
bills for those items sworn to to this board 
ike all other bills. And the sheriff should use 
he telephone exchange only for official buel- 
lees, and should certily to tbe correctness of 
he company's bills in that particular. No 
roe should be allowad to use what telephone 
cr exchange out of town save on sheriff's 
Lnifinese, mid this is equally appliclable to 
3ther county offices. The board should not 
allow the telephone to become public proper- 
y for talking out of town. In relation to 
other expenses of tbe sheriff's office your com- 
mittee is of tbe opinion the county is liable to 
iay none of them out of the county treasury. 
There can be no question about any item! of 
expenses eave only postage, wbich may be 
classed under the head of stationery. Upon 
he question of the liability 01 the county to 
pay for Etatlonery for the sheriff's office your 
committee thinks there may fairly be a differ- 
ence of opinion. Your committee, however, 
believe tbe county not liable. As to all expen- 
ses of the sheriff as well ae other county offi- 
cers. These expenses must be paid out of 
fees collected, and what the expenses arc can- 
not be determined by thoffice, but, before 
bey become a charge agUnst even fees col- 
ected, must be reported by the officer to the 
board, and allowed by the board as proper ex- 
penses. This being the law your committee 
recommend that hereafter all officer? submit 
with their semi-annual returns an itemized 
statement of expenditures accompanied by 
vouchers, so the) board can ictclllecntly pass 
upon proper expenses to be allowed, then such 
as are approved and allowed by the board, be- 
come a charge In favor of the offlcer against 
collected fees, and it is only upon s-jcb allow- 
ance that the offlcerhas a right to apply col- f 
ected fees to tbediEcharge uf the expenses. 7 
To illustrate, the sheriff might report the ax- ( 
lenses of conveying prisoners to the pen etsay 
:'X6 for six months; his fees might amount for 
that service lo only 1300, so toe entire fees 
would be swallowed in expenses. The board 
ias a right and it is its duty to examine this 
tern of SOWcxpcnses and eee that it IB proper

Your committee recommend that this board 
do not pites upon the question of proper ex- 
penses to be allowed m the sheriffs account 
until he presents »n itemized statement as 
above suggested. 
The attention of your committee hc.s been 
called to the fact by theclcrksthattherearcfees 
of ex-sderiff's in their hands which the pres- 
ent sheriff refuses to receipt lor. These fees 
belong in the count j treasury and the execu- 
tive aon.kcts should be satisfied by the official 
receipt so that there will appear to be no lienij 
upon the properly of the parties to tbe suits, 
asth -y have paid same Therc-isnoonetoreceipt 
for these tecs but the theriff in olllcc- lor the 
time being.
